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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1 and 17 are generic and allowable. Accordingly, the restriction requirement as to 
the encompassed species is hereby withdrawn and claims 3, 6, 10, 22, and 23, directed to the 
species of Groups I, III, and IV, are no longer withdrawn from consideration since all of the 
claims to this species depend from or otherwise include each of the limitations of an allowed 
generic claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the linked 
species, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim(s) depending from or including all the 
limitations of the allowable generic linking claim(s) be presented in a continuation or divisional 
application, such claims may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double 
patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application.

Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary reason 
for the allowance of claims 1 and 17, is the inclusion of the base panel including two sides joined 
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at first ends thereof defining a rear corner and a front side between second ends of the two sides, 
the front side extending outwardly and away from the rear corner beyond a linear reference 
extending between the second ends, and the pattern of the tool handle receptacles being 
forwardly offset relative to the pattern of tool handle openings and the rear corner. For claim 7, it 
is the inclusion of the panels being substantially identical other than at the moment negating 
portion of the base panel and a corresponding portion of the upper panel. For claim 19, it is the 
inclusion of the base panel perimeter adapted to rest on a ground surface when in use, and the 
tool handle receptacles having a blind bottom surface terminating at a planar bottom surface that 
is angled downward toward the front end of the base panel. The prior art of record fails to teach 
or suggest the claimed features absent the applicant's own disclosure.
